Mr. A. P. Fitt as chairman of the 
Community Committee which had 
charge Qf the Daily Vacation Bible 
School has reported at full length re- 
garding its accomplishments and pres- 
ent status. 

The members of the Committee

The committee treats the subject 
matter from a community standpoint 
and speaks of its success—the work 
done— its finances and its future. 

Of the work done the report states: 

“The school was a success. The

As to finances the report says:— 
The Committee decided to employ and 
pay its teachers and it was further 
decided to charge no fees, so that no 
child should be kept away for that 
cause. Hence it became necessary 
to solicit voluntary contributions from 
townspeople to meet the estimated 
budget of about $290.00.

When the well known writer and 


‘author Mr. C. K. Chesterton visited | 


America last year he traveled about) 
considerably and made a study of 
our community life. Upon his return 
he wrote of his impressions and’ made | 
a statement that American small 
towns are ugly. The challenge was 
immediately accepted and replied to 


by Mr. Basil Selincourt in the Lon- 
don Times in the following words:— 

“Of course there is nothing like an 
English village outside of England, 
but there is nothing like a New Eng- 
land village outside of New England. 
I will never forget the impression I 
had on first enterting one of these vil-. 
lages—the name escapes me, for there 
are hundreds of its kind. Cool, white 
houses of a spacious welcoming de- 
sign stood unfenced in a continuous 
lawn on either side of a wide avenue 
of overarching trees, with other trees 
around and behind them. It was not 
like a wood, for there was too much 
light and air, and it was not like a, 
cathedral, for there was no roof but: 
the sky. But it was the noblest ac-; 
commodation of man’s life and na- | 
ture’s that I have yet encountered. ! 
And it was not mouldering, it was not | 
‘preserved.’ It was alive.” 

This is good for Mr. Selincourt and 
he deserves honorable mention. Had 
the Hon. Mr. Chesterton visited 
Northfield his impressions of a small 
town being beautiful instead of ugly: 
might have resulted.

pose or another on the dog question 
and trying to make us believe we have 


a rabies epidemic, If these same peo- 
le were more concerned about the 


iving conditions of animala—of chil- | 


dren too and did something to help; 
and improve such living conditions 
they would be doing something worth- 
while and constructive for both ani- 
mals and human beings. 

Entirely too many _ superstitious 
ideas still surround the subject, ac- 
cording to the Chappel Kennel Foun- 
dation.” 

“Superstition has it, for instance, 
that dogs are much more likely to go 
mad during summer “dog days” than 
at any other time of the year. The 
fact is that rabies is no more common! 
in August than in January, and rare 
at any time. It is heard of more in 
summer because of the greater out- 
door freedom of both men and ani- | 
mals. What often appears to the av- 
erage person to be rabies is recog- 
nized by the experienced dog breed- 
er as such common ailments as run- 
ning fits, convulsions, indigestion, 
sun-stroke, etc. 

There would be many less “mad 
dog” episodes if strangers avoided 
petting or teasing dogs which are 
made irritable and uncomfortable by 
the heat as much as man, the foun- 
dation states. Contrary to the gener- 
al belief, there need be no hysteria 
when an excess of saliva from the 
dog’s mouth is noticed. Dogs more | 
than other animals suffer unmerci- 
fully from lack of water and a cool, 

uiet place to rest. A horse can sweat 
through his skin and be cooled by the 
evaporating moisture, but a dog can 
only pant. Dogs sweat mostly through 
the tongue and»when uncomfortable 
perfectly healthy dogs frequently 
slobber and foam at the mouth. 

Exercising dogs on a lead strap is 
an excellent precautionary measure 


It should be borne in mind that a 
really mad dog flies forward aimlessly 
instead of going delibertely from one 
to another and does not attack unless 
provoked or annoyed, so that a person 
‘keeping out of his path is safe.”

Law Is Effective Now 


Operation of a new law to take ef- 
ect today will make it possible for the 
legal guardian, parent or physician 
of a person intending to file intentions 
of marriace to file the intention in 
caso of sickness of the contracting 
party. Such action may be taken 
only when a registered physician sub- 
mits a sworn affidavit that such per 
son is unable to appear on account of 
illness. :

A challenge to women in love! 
That is the absorbing theme of the 
picture “Seed,” filmed from Charles 
G Norris’ great novel, with John 
Boles, Genevieve Tobin and-Lois Wil- 
son in the leading roles to be shown 
at the Brattleboro Auditorium next 
week Wednesday and Thursday.

six burglaries for every fire, said Mr. |’ 


Colton of the Colton’s Insurance 
Agency, in a recent interview. Asa 
consequence they sometimes fail to 
exercise even the most elementary 
preautions. In fact, there is a de- 
cided tendency to minimize the pos- 


sibility of loss from burglary, rob- 
bery, theft and larceny. 

This tendency, says Mr. Colton is 
costing the American people over 
$250,000,000 a year. A big percent- 
age of this s ering loss occurs 
during the months of July and Au- 
gust when so many families are absent 
from their homes. 

Many people, before going away, 
buy burglary insurance and thereby 
escape any financial loss at the hands 
of marauders, but as all home owners 
know, dollars and cents can never 
adequately replace valued gifts, fam- 
ily heirlooms, or treasured household 
fornteiaes 

Mr. Colton suggests that before 
leaving a house unoccupjed, owners 
should lock all windows and doors, 
leave the shades UP not down, can- 
cel house deliveries of newspapers 
and milk, notify the post office not to 
leave mail, and put ali the valuables 
possible in shfe deposit boxes or in 
storage. These precautionary meas- 
ures should materially reduce the 
chances of burglars discovering that 
the house is unoccupied. 

Vacant houses are not, howover,’ 
the only ones subject to loss, contin- 
ued Mr. Colton. In fact, a large per- 
centage of the burglary, theft and 
larceny losses in residences are caused 
by dishonest servants, casual em- 
ployees, delivery men, fake inapec- 
tors, etc. Even the most trusted ser- 
vants have been known to yield to 
temptation when handling jewelry, 
silks, expensive suita and other prop- 
erty. It ia therefore important to take 
precautions whether staying at home 
or going away.

limit uniform for all zones; and the 
limit of size of parcels for all zones 


is increased from 84 inches to 100!

The minimum postage charge on a 
parcel measuring more than 84 inches 
but not more than 100 inches ir 
length and girth combined is the same 
as the appropriate zone charge for a 
10 pound parcel. That is parcels mea- 
suring more, than 84 niches in length 
and girth combined but weighing less 
than 10 pounds will be subject to pos- 
tage in the amount chargeable on a 
10 pound parcel for the zone to which 
the particular parcel) may be ad- 
dressed. On parcels weighing 10 
pounds or more, which measure more 
than 84 inches but not more than 100 
inches in length and grith combined 
the regular zone pound rates apply. 

The foregoing modifications have 
been made for the purpose of increas- 
ing the usefulness and availability of 
the parcel post as a convenient means 
of transportation and _ delivery for 
merchandise, including farm and fac- 
tory products, books and other mail- 
able articles, weighing over 8 ounces, 
not embraced in mail of the first. or 
second class.
